An editorial note in The Daily 
Mail avers that Mafeking is in a 
very bad way and that the hope of 
relief is far off, as no force is ad- 
vancing from the south. 

The war office announces that 4,000 
horses wil] arrive at’ the Cape this week. 
It is well understood that the animals 
are not fit for work until about ten days 
after the voyage. Two thousand more 
are due at the Cape next week. The war 
office has called out the reserve com- 
panies of several infantry battalions 
which will be sent to South Africa forth- 
with. 

The Boer peace envoys have docu- 
ments, the Rome correspondent of 
The Daily News says, that urgent 
advances to the Transvaal to wage 
war were originally made by Ger- 
many. 

This correspondent also «asserts that 
Count von Buelow, the German foreign 
minister, who was said to have gone ona 
visit to a sick brother, really went to 
Milan for the express purpose of confer- 
ring with the delegates. 

The Times has the following from Jam- 
mersberg dated April 13th: 

“Colone] Dalgety’s force has been sur- 
rounded by some thousands of Boers, 
with eight guns, two ‘pom-poms’ and two 
Maxims, since Monday morning. They 
Eallantly withstood a heavy attack on 
Monday and again a_ night attack on 
Tuesday and on Thursday there was a 
continuous and rifle shell fire. 

“We are confident of being able to re- 
pulse any attack. Food is plentiful, Our 
casualties, under the circumstances, are 
sm:ll. The brunt of the fighting, and 
also of the loss, has been borne by Cape 
mounted riflemen.”’ 

The Daily Telegraph has the following 
from EFlandsiaagte dated April 13th: 

“The Boers are changing their tactics 
and are moving from Glencoe westward 
with a view of threatening our lines of 
communication to Ladysmith. Qn Tues- 
diy a corps of carbineers and another of 
Therneycroft’s horse narrowly escaped 
being cut off. owing to the treachery of a 
kaffz and a native guide.”

BOERS ARE MOVING SOUTH. 


Kruger’s Troops Have Adopted New 
Tactics. 

London, April 14.—The Bloemfontein cor- 
respondent of The Morning Post tele- 
graphing Thursday, says: 

“The enemy has evidently 
to adopt entirely new tactics. Two col- 
umns are Known to be movine to the 
south of Bloemfontein. They are rely- 
ing on Cape carts for transporation and 
are carrying scarcely any forage and 
only sufficient food to meet the immediate 
requirements of the convoy, with ox 
transports following at a secure distance. 
The Boer columns are thus enabled to 
move almost as quickly as cavalry. It 
fs reported that there are 9,000 Boers to 
the south of Dewet's dorp. The force 
extends from that point to Odendahl. The 
burghers who had returned to their farms 
are undoubtedly rejoining the enemy. 
Lord Roberts has appointed the duke of 
Marlborough to be assistant military sec- 
retary at headquarters.

KIMBERLEY FEARS THE BOERS. 


Remembering the Siege, the Town Is 
Fortifying Strongly. 
Kimberley,. April 13.—The town guard 
has been remobilized.:and guns have been 
remounted at the forts, owing to the fears 
of the populace that the Boers will again 
attempt a siege. A battalion of the Scot- 
tish Rifles has arrived and the re-doubts 
around the town are manned with regular 
troops. The military authorities, how- 
ever, regard these fears as groundless. 


Boers Making Shells. 


London, April 13.—The Daily Mail pub- 
lishes the following dispatch, dated Fri- 
day, April 13, from Lorenzo Marquez: 

“The Boers are manufacturing shells, 
especially Vickers-Maxim, in large quan- 
tities at the Begbie foundry, Johannes- 
burg. T.e actual Boer losses to the end 
of March, including prisoners, are esti- 
mated at 12,000. At present there are sev- 
eral thousand Hoers in Natal and 35,000 
in the Free State.’’

Washington, April 13.—The house today 
by a vote of 240 to 15 adopted a resolution 
for a constitutional amendment providing 
for the election of United States senators 
by direct vote of the pecple. Fourteen 
republicans and one democrat voted 
against it. By the terms of the resolution 
the amendment to be submitted to the leg- 
islatures is as follows: 

“The senate of the United States shall 
be composed of two senators from each 
state, who shall be elected by a direct vote 
of the people therof tor a term of six years 
and eacn serator shall have one vote. A 
plurality of the votes cast for candidates 
for senator shall be sufficient to elect. ‘The 
electors in eech state shall have rhe qual- 
ifications requisite for electors of the most 
numerous branch of the state legislatures, 
respectively. 

“When a vacancy happens, by death, 
resignation, or otherwise in the represen- 
tation of any state .in the senate, the 
same shall be filled for the unexp red 
term ‘¢hereof in the same manner us 1s 
provided for the election of senators in 
paragraph 1: Provided, that

DOCTOR MUST SEE IMMUNES 


Before He Will Issue Cards—Dr. 
Porter’s Order. 
Jacksonville, Fla., April 13.—(Special.)— 
Dr. Joseph Y. Porter, state health officer 
of Florida, in his annual message to the 
State board of health, 
has restricted the issuance of yellow fever 
immunity cards to those whose cases h¢e 

has had visual observation. 

Following is the order: 

“Jacksonville, January 24, 1900.—Hereaf- 
ter immunity to yellow fever will not be 
certified to by the undersigned, unless he 
has had visual observation of the case 
or has been in personal control of the epi- 
demic in which the alleged case is claimed 
to have occurred, and was then reported 
and only recorded. On account of the al- 
tered commercial conditions with the isl- 
and of Cuba, the demand for immunity 
(yellow fever} cards has become so fre- 
quent and pressing, and from quarters 
for the state 
health officer to obtain the needful and 
necessary information to corroborate the 
evidence submitted, he has decided, in or- 
der to avoid ceiving offense to,any of his 
professional brethren, who, however hon- 
est they may be in their opinion, may pos- 
sibly be mistaken in diagnosis, to limit the 
issuing of yellow fever cards by himself, 
to the persons only who come within the 
provisions above stated.”’

Charley Pittman’s Story. 

In another cell, in the same corridor, 
Pittman was confined, and the story he 
told about the shooting was as follows: 

“There is not a word of truth in what 
Baker says about my taking any liberties 
with his wife. He and I were together for 
two hours this afternoon. He went home 
with me. His wife came to Mrs. Payne's 
house to live. Mrs. Payne is my dead: 
wife’s mother. I thought Baker and his 
wife might talk over their troubles and 
make up. He. saw her and they quar- 
reled. He said something about the old 
dog being turned out. Mrs. Baker sent 
her little boy after a policeman to arrest 
Baker, andhelcfttneplace. About half an 
hour afterwards, while we were eating 
supper, 1 saw Baker slip in the door. He 
repeated the remark about the old dog 
being turned out, and before we could 
realize what he was doing I him 
draw his pistol from his hip pocket and 
shove it into his wifes’ face. I will tel 
you the truth ard state that I ran. I 
heard four pistol shots. I returned to the 
house a few minutes later and was ar- 
rested on account of the tale Baker had 
told.’’ 

“Didn’t Shoot at Pittman.” 

Mrs. Payne stated that Mrs. Baker 
came to her house and begged a place to 
stay. 

“We gave the poor woman a home un- 
til she could do better,’’ said Mrs. Payne. 
“Mr. Baker came in this afternoon drink- 
ing and asked his wife to go back to him. 
She said she Gouldn’t do it because he 
got drunk and beat her. He went off and 
came back in about half an hour. He 
didn’t say much, but pulled out his pis- 
tol and went to shooting. He didn’t shoot 
at Charley Pittman, for Pittman wasn’t 
where Mrs. Baker was sitting. He fired 
straight at Mrs. Baker and meant to kill 
her and nobody else.’’ 

Miss Lucy Payne made about the same 
Statement as her aunt. 

Talked on Operating Table. 

Lying upon the operating table at the 
Grady hospital, Mrs. Baker, scarcely able 
to make herself understood on account 
of the blood that flowed from her throat 
and mouth, attempted to tell why her 
husband had shot her. 

“He shot me down like a dog,”’ she said, 


Saw 


‘just because I would not live with him | 


when he got drunk and beat me.”’ 

That was about the substance of the 
Statement she made just before she died. 
Several times she would turn her eyes 
upon the physicians and ask: 

“Doctor, tell me if I am going to die? 
Will I die?’ 

The surgeon found that two of the four 
shots had struck the woman. One ball 
had entered the head just above and the 
other just below the left ear. Both bul- 
lets lodged somewhere in the head, and 
neither could be found. 


Those Who Figure in the Story. 

Baker married Mrs. Martin, a young 
widow with one child, about eight years 
ago. He is a man about forty-tive years 
of age. His face is full and florid and a 
heavy brown mustache droops over his 
mouth. 

Mrs. Baker was about thirty-five years 
of age. She had a bright and pleasant 
face and would be considered pretty but 
for the devastation of toil and trouble. 
She worked in the Wolfe’s pants factory 
and had returned home from work only: 
a few minutes when she met her husband: 
the first time at Mrs. Payne's residence. 

Charley Pittman is a tall young man 
with a florid and clean-shaved face. His 
wife is dead and he boards with his 
mother-in-law. He is a carpenter. 

The scene of the shooting is a small 
two-room house on Kennesaw street.

TWO ROADS UNDER SAME MEN. 


B. and O. and B. and O. Southwestern 
Under One Management. 


3Zaltimore. April 13.—It was stated in 
railroad circles here today that the Ba!- 
timore and Ohio Railroad Company would 
on July ist begin the operation of the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Southwestern. The agree- 
ment, it was learned, was reached at a 
recent conference between President Cow- 
en and Chairman of the Board Salomon, 
of the Baltimore and Ohio, and President 
Bacon and other officials of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Southwestern. 

The merging of the two companies into 
one management will necessitate many 
changes among the heads of the various 
departments, especially of the 
western company. The character of these 
changes has rot as yet beén decided 
upen, but it ‘s understood that the juris- 
diction of the Baltimore and Ohjo offi- 
cials will be extended over the absorbed 
road 

William M. Greene, vice president and 
general manager of the Baltimore and 
Chio Southwestern, will continue in the 
service of the company, probably in the 
capacity of third vice president, which 
office will be especially created for him. 
He will have charge of the operating and 
traffic departments of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Southwestern, which will be known 
as the southwestern division of the Balti- 
more and QOhio, and will continue Nis 
headquarters at Cincinnati. 

The Baltimore and Ohio Southwestern 
mail line extends from Belpre, O., to St. 
louis. Mo., a distance of 921 miles, with 
branches at Louisville, Ky., and Spring- 
field, Ill. The acquisition of this system 
will increase the mileage of the Baltimore 
and Ohio to nearly 3,000 miles, and when 
the Pittsburg and Western is acquired 
the Baltimore and Ohio will have a total 
mileage of 3,350, extending from Philadel 
phia to St, Louis, and reaching the im- 
portant cities of Baltimore, Washington, 
Pittsburg, Wheeling, Cincinnati, Colum-

Gubernatorial Contest Is Becoming 
Complicated. 


A DEADLOCK IS PREDICTED 


In the Democratic State Convention 
in June. 


50 MANY CANDIDATES IN THE FIELD 


Some of Those for the Governorship 
Must Drop Out To Prevent 
Trouble. 


Ta'lahassee, Fl1., April 13.—(Special.)— 
The contest for the gubernatorial nomi- 
nation of the democratic party, to be 
made by the state convention which will 
meet in Jacksonville on June 19th, has 
become so close, exciting and compli- 
cated as between the avowed and lead- 
ing candidates—Messrs. Fred T. Myers, 
James D. Beggs, William 8S. Jennings, 
William H. Miiton, Jr., Dannitte H. 
Mays and Wilkinson Call—that many 
people all over the state who are in- 
terested in politics are rapidly becoming 
convinced that the convention will early 
become hopelessly deadlocked. For over 
a week past the drift of talk from many 
Ol the leading politicians seems to ind?é- 
cate that the chances for either of the 
gentlemen named to secure the neceés- 
sary two-thirds of all the votes cast in 
the convention are growing remote, and 
will become more so unless one ef them 
starts out much better ahead of his 
competitors than now seems probable. 

It is believed in statehouse circles that 
one of two developments must occur in 
the course of the next month: either 
several of the candidates must drop out 
and leave the race to the strong two 
or three of their number—Senator My- 
ers, Judge Beggs, and perhaps Judge 
Jennings—or there will be a very host 
of new Richmonds enter the field to 
tempt gubernatorial lightning. 

There are so many counties not yet 
pledged to any candidate that conditions 
are favorable to the entry of new as- 
pirants—favorite sons.

on most excellent authority that, Should 
such conditions arise, as seems not im- 
probable, the leaders will support, as 
the most available man to harmonize all 
conflicting interests and to head the 
ticket, Hon. William H. Reynolds, of 
Polk county, the present comptroller 
eneral of Florida, and one of the most 
Useful men now in the state’s service. 

Mr. Reynolds is in no sense a candi- 
date for the gubernatorial nomination 
He was elected comptroller 
in 1896, and the whole state is proud 
of the excellent manner in which he 
has performed the duties of that im- 
portant. office. He is a candidate, with- 
out opposition, to succeed himself as 
comptroller, and his close friends say 
that for the next four years he would 
rather remain cOmptroller and carry out 
his plans for the imprcvement of the 
state’s system of taxation than be goy- 
ernor. 

Despite the fact that Mr.

‘TRIAL OF MRS. GRADDICK. 


JURY GIVEN THE CASE AND 
WAS OUT AT MIDNIGHT. 


The Cook Swears She Saw Mrs. Grad- 
dick Put a Powder in Grad- 
dick’s Coffee. 


Columbia, 8S. C., April 13.—(Specia}.)— 
This was the second day of the trial of 
Mrs, Belle Graddick, charged with poison- 
ing her husband. Argument was con- 
cluded this afternoon and tthe case given 


to the jury. 
At midnight no verdict had been re- 


turned. 

The testimony of Drs. Robert D. Earle 
and L. Guerry, who attended William PF 
Graddick in his last illness, and of Dr. 
O. Y. Owings, who made the analysis of 
the stomach, were gigen yesterday. All 
agreed as to arsenic poisoning, and that 
a solution of arsenic was used. Dr. 
Owings further testified that similar pol- 
son was found in a bottle given him by 
the coroner. 

Coroner Green, recatied, said the bottle 
placed in evidence had been handed him 
by Mr. John Moore. 

Moore was put upon the stand. He tes- 
tified that he had found the bottle in the 
house in which Graddick had lived. He 
found it between the brick of the fire- 
place and the mantelpiece in the room in 
which there was a cooking stove. Mat- 
tie Fisher, the negro cook, told him where 
to look for it. 

Mattie Fisher was then sworn, She had 
cooked for Graddick. Had stayed there 
two months. The family consisted of 
Graddick, his wife, their child, Walter, 
and a young man, Ed Dawkins; who at- 
tended to Graddick’s store. The house had 
three rooms—kitchen and dining room in 
one, sleeping room and another room. 
Graddick was sick a little over a week 
before he died. Tommy Moore and Mrs. 
Graddick waited on Graddick. Witness 
made the coffee. The Sunday before 
Yraddick died witness came and got 
breakfast. Mrs, Graddick told her to put 
Graddick’s coffee bowl on the side table. 
While the witness was dishing out the 
hominy, Mrs. Graddick stooped over 
picked up the bottle and shook it. It 
made a white foam. She poured some of 
the stuff into Graddick’s bowl, but none 
in her own bowl. Graddick took two or 
three swallows of coffee and said, “What's 
the matter with this coffee?’ Mrs. Grad- 
dick replied that she was not to blame. 
The coffee came from his store. She then 
tasted her own bowl and said it was bad. 
Witness had told of this to Johnny San- 
ders, who cleaned up around the store, 
and to Mrs. Constantine. Witness asked 
Mrs. Graddick why she put the:stuff in 
the coffee. Mrs. Graddick replied that she 
put it in the coffee to keep Graddick from 
drinking. She claimed to have paid Ella 
Taylor $15 for it. Dawkins staid in the 
store until two weeks before Graddick’'s 
death, when Dawkins was run off. Mrs. 
Graddick said she was sorry for the poor 
boy; he had no where to go and Graddick 
had no business to run him off. It was 
some time after that before she saw 
Dawkins around there. Graddick was 
away. Witness had seen Dawkins and 
Mrs. Graddick together. ‘When Graddick 
would go to work in the morning Dawkins 
and Mrs. Graddick would be left in the 
sleeping room together. She had never 
seen them caressing each other, 

After severe questioning witness ex- 
claimed involuntarily that Mrs. Graddick 
had -ssaid when witness first saw bottle 
that if she (Mattie) should say anything 
about it, she (Mrs. Graddick) would have 
Dawkins to kill her (Mattie). Mgs. Grad- 
dick had never said anything to her about 
Graddick. They had had one fight about 
a handkerchief. Witness denied that she 
had testified before the coroner that Mrs. 
Graddick had said that she saw no way 
to get rid of Graddick but to kill him. 
They seemed to get along nicely together. 

Courtroom Cleared of Spectators. 

Mattie Fisher, recalled this afternoon 
said she could not tell more to the ‘‘con- 
gregation,’’ 
she had no businesa “‘mixing’’ in other 
people’s affairs. The judge had the court 
cleared of women and boys, when the wo- 
man gave testimony as to the faithless- 
ness of Mrs. Graddick to her husband, 
naming young Dawkins as the man fa- 
vored. Witness said defendant's counsel 
had attempted to intimidate her. 

Lawyer Clarkson endeavored to throw 
suspicion on Dawkins by saying the poi- 
son bottle had come from a Camden drug 
store and Dawkins had a railroad run to 
Camden, Emma Thomas, an old negro. 
had been asked by Mrs. Graddick what 
she could give Graddick to_put him to 
sleep so he would not wake up. Witness 
had rebuked the young woman. The state 
rested, 

Mrs. Graddick was really the only wit- 
ness for the defense who had anything 
of special interest to say. She threw sus- 
picion on Dawkins, intimating he was 
the only one who had any interest in get- 
ting her husband out of the way. She 
said shé was twenty-three years old and 
had been married seven years. Graddick 
had been sick with grip, and when he got 
up he went hunting. He then had a 
relapse and she told him he had only him- 
self to blame. 
had no suspicions except as to Dawkins, 
whom she knew had threatened Grad- 
dick’s life. She saw him with a bottle and 
in reply to a question as to what it was 
Dawkins answered: “It’s none of your 
business.”’ 

She denfed the story of Mattie Fisher. 
Said she supposed the woman had testi- 
fied against her because she was afraid of 
Dawkins, and they seemed “‘pretty thick.”’ 
She knew nothing about any rivalry be- 
tween her husband and Dawkins except 
about money. 

In reply to a question as to whether the 
rivalry was not about herself she said, 
‘No, sir-ee.”’

BEAUTIFYING ITS STREETS. 
Columbus Will Invest in Brick, As- 
phalt and Stone. 

Columbus, Ga., April 12.—(Special.)— 
More attention is being given to street 
improvement in the city of Columbus now 
than in many years. As told in The 
Constitution-a day or two ago, the city 
council has yoted $16,000 to pave two 
blocks in the buSiness section with vitri- 
fied brick. The contract for doing the 
work has been awarded to the Coaldale, 
Ala., Brick Company. This is probably 
the beginning of éxtensive paving in 
Columbus. Broad _ street, the principal 
business street, is at present only macad- 
amized, but it is only a question of a year 


or so before it will be paved with brick, 


asphalt or belgian blocks. The present 
city administration has progressive ideas 
on the subject of paving, and is pushing 
its phans as rapidly as the finances of the 
city will permit. It has in view for the 
next few years an elaborate system of 
paving work, of which the present $16,000 
appropriation is only a comparatively 
small beginning. 

It 18 In the residence part of the town, 
however, that the policy of the city regard- 
ing the betterment and beautification of 
the streets is in most substantial evidence. 
Quite a number of blocks are being park- 
ed in the center of the street. Over one- 
third of the wide streets and avenues, on 
blocks where this is done, is curbed in, 
and trees and grass are planted in places 


‘where at present there is not much veg- 


etation to speak of. Some of these parks, 
only .a year or two old, are already quite 
beautiful, and they add greatly to the 
beauty and comfort of the street and 
the immediate section. On one stree® 
Second avenue, the plan of extending and 
parking the sidewalks is being carried 
out, The street for the use of vehicles 
is cut down to a roadway in the center, 
and the sidewalks are being extended out 
to its edge, the extension being parked 
in. Trees will be set out in the extension, 
and everything done to make them beau- 
tiful and attractive. In connection with 
this street work, stone curbing is now be- 
ing used more g@nerally than ever before 
quite a number of izens have had the 
sidewalks in front of their residences 
curbed. The stone is delivered to the 
property owner at cost by the city, and 
the city bears the expense of placing it in 
position. Columbus has long been noted 
for the beauty of her water oaks, elms 
and other shade trees, and in a few years 
the present young trees will contribute 
their share of comfort and beauty. 

The parking of the street centers and 
extension of the sidewalks has several 
good effects.

Today's Contest May Decide Senato- 
ral Question, 


MANY LEGISLATORS 10 BE SELECTED 


\nd in Nearly Every County the 
Candidate Has Expressed His 
Preference for Senatorship. 

The Struggle in Lee 
and Russell. 


Montgomery, Ala., April 13.—(Special.)— 
Primaries will be held in Alabama tomor- 
row at which the democrats of about half 
of the counties will vote their choice for 
United States senator and governor, and 
in about one-fourth more Will select rep- 
resentatives and delegates who will be au- 
thorized to vote the choice of their con- 
stituents. The other one-fourth of the 
counties have already acted. 

The United States senatorship has been 
the overshadowing issue for the first time 
in the history of the state, obscuring the 
contest for governor. The candidates for 
the legislature will be selected almost en- 
tirely with their preference for senator. 
Senator Morgan and Governor Johnston 
are the only candidates for the senator- 
snip, while Messrs. Stallings, of Butler; 
Samfcrd, of Lee; Waller, of Hale, and 
Shelley and Tomlinson, of Jefferson, are 
candidates for govertur. 

Tomorrow's primaries may decide who 
will win the senatorship, but it is not 
probable that they will determine who the 
next governor will be 

Chairman Neill’s Statement. 

Birminghara, Ala., April 13.—Chairman 
Neill, of the Morgan campaign committee, 
tonight gave out the following statement: 

“Of the fifteen representatives already 
nominated and the sixteen hold-over sen- 
ators, Morgan has winineteen, Johnston 
eight, doubtful, three; populist one. 

“Of the 100 members to be nominated 
tomorrow I am atlFolutely certain that 
Morgan will get sixty-eight with chances 
of an equal show for at ieast a majority 
of the others, I estimate that Morgan's 
vote in the democratic caucus of 120 mem- 
vers will be eighty, thereby giving him the 
nomination.”’ 

The Jonrston forces give no figures, but 
claim the state by a safe majority. 

The gubernatorial race is pretty 
mixed up with Stallings occupying 
front position. 

In Lee and Russell Counties. 

Columbus, Ga., April 13.—(Special.)—In 
mo two counties in Alabama will the tide 
of political battle run fiercer tomorrow 
than in Lee and Russell. These two coun- 
ties have for a long time been the political 
storm centers of the state, and this year 
they justify their long established repu- 
tation. Russell county has been so deep- 
ly interested and so active in state poli- 
tics that it has taken two elections to 
fully satisfy her citizens in exercising 
the right of ballot. In the first primary

held in that county several weeks ago, the $ 


returns gave the county to Johnston for 
the United States senate by sixty odd 
majority. Senator Morgan went into Gi- 
rard with a majority, carrying the coun- 
try districts by eighty majority, but this 
Was overcome by the town vote in Gi- 
rard. A contest was then made on the 
Girard vote on the ground that fraud was 
practiced, and the vote in the Girard box 
was thrown out by the county democratic 
executive committee, and a new election 
ordered for Girard. This election, whicn 
is confined to Girard and which does not 
take in the other beats in Russell county, 
comes off tomorrow, along with the other 
Alabama primaries. A strong fight has 
been made for the beat by all concerned 
—for the vote on county officers in the 
town was thrown out as well—and Girard 
is in a state of excitement tonight over 
the balloting tomorrow. The town has 
been infested with numerous candidates 
all day, and the day has been a lively 
one. 

Russell county will go without opposi- 
tion to Colonel W. J. Samford, of Opelika, 
for governor. Colonel Samford being a 
resident of a neighboring county, as he 
is, and being quite popular in the eastern 
section of Alabama, the political factions 
in Russell got together and decided not 
to get out a ticket against him. So the 
county goes for him without opposition. 

In Lee county the situation is quite 1n- 
teresting. The county goes for Samford 
for governor, of course. The primary io- 
morrow has been ordered by two-thirds 
of the county democratic executive com- 
mitte. The Johnston minority on the com- 
mittee refused to order any primary or 
make any arrangement whatever by 
which the 2.500 white democratic voters 
of the county could express themselves 
On the gubernatorial and senatorial ques- 
tions.

New Decatur, Ala.., April 13.—\Special.) 
On this, the eve of the primary election, 
there was never a hotter period in the 
history of Morgan county and tomorrow 
will see a fight to the finish between the 
adherents of Senator Morgan and Gov- 
ernor Johnston. There will be at least 
two contesting delegations in the county 
convention, which meets at Hartzell on 
the 2ist—one from Decatur and dne from 
New Decatur. By the most outrageouslv 
arbitrary ruling the county executive 
committee has attempted to gag the dem- 
ocratic voters of these two beats by put- 
ting fourteen and eighteen names on the 
beat tickets, respectively, with the blank 
lines, as required by the state law, thus 
giving the voter no other choice except 
the names chosen by the committeemen 
from each beat.

HON. CLARENCE KNOWLES. 


Hon. Clarence Knowles, one of At- 
lanta’s most prominent and popular cit- 
izens, is at the point of death in Pensaco- 
la, Fla., where he went some weeks ago 
in the hope that a change of climate 
would build up his shattered health.

Several weeks ago Mr. Knowles, who 
been in bad health for some years 
was advised by his physicians to 
up business and take a complete 

Accompanied by his wife and two 
children, he went to Pensacola, Fla., 
where his brother, W. S. Knowles, lives. 

For a time it looked as if he was be- 
ing greatly benefited by the change and 
his friends and relatives began to hope 
that he would eventually recover. Dur- 
ing the past few days, however, he has 
been sinking rapidly and his death seem- 
ed certain yesterday afternoon. 

Sketch of His Life. 

Clarence Knowles is one of the best 
known and most prominent citizens of 
Atlanta. 

He was born in Pensacola, Fla., forty- 
seven years ago. His father, who died 
some months ago, was Peter Knowles, 
originally of Richmond, Va. 

After securing a common school edu- 
cation in’ Pensacola, Mr. Knowles en- 
gaged in tne insurance business for some 
time in that city. In 1870 he went to 
New York city and secured a position 
with the New York Underwriters’ agency. 

In 1871 he was sent to Chicago to ad- 
just losses incident to the big fire in that 
In this work Mr. Knowles achieved 
his first conspicuous success. Consider- 
ering his extreme youth and the delicate 
nature of the work entrusted to him, his 
success was such as to attract general 
attention. 

Returning to New York .he was made 
southern agent for the Underwriters, with 
headguarters in Atlanta. He remained 
with this company for twelve years.

When the Southeastern Tariff Associa- 
tion was organized in 1882, he took a 
prominent part in the movement and was 
elected its first president. This position 
he held for five successive terms. 

In 1884 Mr. Knowles was appointed 
southern manager of the Germania Fire 
Insurance Company of New York and 
retained that position until the Germania 
retired from the south in ‘1892. 

In 1892 he became southern manager of 
the Pennsylvania Fire Insurance Com- 
pany, of Philadelphia, and the Delaware 
Fire Insurance Company, also of Phila- 
delphia. These positions he now holds. 
In addition to these posts, from which 
he receives a handsome income, he has 
for some years placed the insurance of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe rail- 
road and the Mexican Central railroad. 
In this special line of work—the placing 
of railroad insurance—he probably did 
the largest business of any agent in the 
country. 

Mr. Knowles has always been regaracd 
as one of the most brilliant insurance 
men in the country, and his reputation 
is by no means confined to the south. 

Aside from his business career he found 
time to engage in social and political ac- 
tivities and was conspicuous in both. 

Representative from Fulton. 

For two terms he was one of the rep- 
resentatives in the general assembly 
from Fulton county and made an ex- 
ceptionally able member. He introduced 
the bill which made the textile depart- 
ment of the Technological school possi- 
ble, and in honor of his efforts in be- 
half of that institution Knowles hall 
was named for him, 

He was one of the directors of the Cot- 
ton States and International exposition 
and was conspicuous in working for the 
success of that great enterprise. He 
was also at one time a director of the 
Atlanta chamber of commerce. 

Mr. Knowles is one of the best known 
and most popular members of the Capital 
City Club, and for several years was vice 
president of that organization. He was 
mainly instrumental in the formation of 
the Piedmont Driving Club and is its 
president. 

In 1882 Mr. Knowles married Miss 
Fanny Judah, of Pensacola, Fla., one 
of the most beautiful young women of 
that city. He has two-children, Constan- 
tine Knowles, aged thirteen, and Clar- 
ence Knowles, Jr., aged eleven years.

ATTORNEY GENERAL 
‘SUGGESTS NEW LAW 


Escape of Greene and the Gaynors 
Causes Probable Legislation. 


CONGRESS WILL CONSIDER IT 


Griggs Has Had Prepared an Act 
Which Will Bring a Change. 


JUDGE BROWN’S RULING THE REASON 


Measure May Be Pushed Through at 
This Session or It May 
Take Time. 


* 


Washington, April 13.—Some time ago 
proceedings were instituted by the de- 
partment of justice to secure the re. 
moval to Savannah, Ga., of Benjamin D. 
Greene, John F., William T. and Edward 
H. Gaynor and Michael A. Connolly, who 
were indicted by the grand jury of the 
United States district court of Georvia 
for conspiring to defraud the United 
States upon two contracts relating § to 
harbor improvements at Savannah and 
in Cumberland sound. ‘The United States 
commissioner at New York, where the 
defendants were apprehended, held in 
effect that the certifield copy of the Geor- 
gia indictment, followed by the identifi- 
cation of the defendants was sufficient 
to justify their removal. 

Judge Addison Brown, however, held 
to the contrary, and further, that the 
government was required by affirmative 
proof, to make out a case of probable 
guilt and that the defendants were en- 
titled to go fully into their defense and 
to produce evidence on their part to re- 
butt the presumption of guilt raised by 
the proofs of the government. 

The attorney general takes issue with 
Judge Brown as to the correctness of his 
ruling, but with a view to a final se‘t- 
tlement of the question, has caused to 
be sent to the chairman of the judiciary 
committees of both houses of congress a 
draft of a bill, which, if it becomes a 
law, will have the effect of compelling ..1e 
removal of persons indicted for offenses 
against the United States from the place 
of arrest to the district where the of- 
fense is committed. The bill is as fol- 
lows: 


“Be it enacted that where any person 


States, in any district, shall be found in 
any other district, it shall be lawful, and 
it is hereby made the duty of the dis- 
trict attorney of the district in which 
such indictment is found to deliver, or 
cause to be delivered, a copy of such in- 
dictment, certified by the clerk of the 
court in which .he same is pending, to 
a judge or justice of the United States 
or a United States commissioner in the 
district where such indicted person is or 
may be found; and thereupon it shall be 
the duty of such judge. iustice or com- 
missioner to issue to the United States 
marshal of the district a warrant for 
the arrest of ine person named in the 
indictment, and upon the return of the 
warrant with the body of the person 
so named the judge, justice or commis- 
sioner shall, upon being satisfied that 
the person arrested is the person indict- 
ed, make an order to the marshal direct- 
ing «fe removal of such person to the 
district wherein the indictment is pend- 
ing. and it shall be the duty of the mar- 
shal to execute such order. In _ baila- 
ble cases, the judge, justice or commis- 
sioner before whom such proceedings 
are had may admit the defendant to 
bail for his appearance at the court to 
which he is held to answer the indict- 
ment.’’

with the draft of his bill an exhaustive 


argument explaining the necessity for 
its passage. es 

In the course of his comments upon 
the phrase “agreeably to the usual mode 
of process against offenders in such 
State,’’ in section 10:2 of the New York 
code upon which Judge Brown's decis- 
ion was largely based, the attorney gen- 
eral says: 


“It is evident that under such a prop- 
osition of federal law any state, by local 
enactments, can make it impossible to 
remove a federal offender who is wanted 
to answer an idictment fn another dis- 
trict. In this particular instance such 
possibility is practically effected by the 
difficulties surroundng the case. The 
defendants are indicted for frauds upon 
the government of the gravest nature 
and of very large extent, committed in 
connection with a trusted officer of the 
engineer corps, proofs of which are 
spread over five or six years of govern 
mental operations at Savannan and Cum- 
berland sound, and involve also, to a 
large extent, technical and scientific facts 
capable of proof only by expert witnesses 
and accountants and by the production of 
a vast mass of documentary evidence. 
The witnesses to substantiate the case 
are scattered throughout the United 
States, and it was with great difficulty 
they were marshaled for a hearing be- 
fore the grand jury in Georgia and that 
their attendance was arranged for at the 
trial before the petit jury. 

“To -compel the government to make 
out a case of probable cause twice, once 
before a grand jury and afterwards be- 
fore a local magistrate in another juris- 
diction, is imposing a more onerous con- 
dition for the punishment of crime’ than 
exists under any other form of goverr- 
ment. It is usually understood, and such 
is the history-of grand jury procedure, 
that a presentment by a grand jury is 
based upon proof of probable cause; that 
the defendants are not entitled to appear 
or be heard in rebuttal of the facts sub- 
mitted to the grand jury, and that the 
effect of an indictment is not to raise 
a presumption of guilt, but to require 
the defendants to submit to trial before 
a court and petit jury, which ever pre- 
sumption is in favor of their innocence. 
A defendant who happens to reside with- 
in the district where he is indicted is 
arrested and put on trial without fur- 
ther investigation. No good reason can 
be perceived why the fact that a de- 
fendant happens to reside in another ju- 
dicial district or the United states should 
entitle him to have the question of his 
probable guilt submitted to and passed 
upon by a local magistrate before any 
force of effect whatever suall be given 
to the presentment of the grand jury, 
which is the legal and constitutional 
body entitled to present him for trial.”

New York, April |3.—Bradstreet’'s tomorrow 
will say: 


‘‘Backward spring weather conditions have 
figured considerably in distributive ,trade re- 
ports this week, and, in connection with 
some weakness in prices of leading staples, 
have imparted an appearance of irregularity 
to the general situation. Another one of those 
downward swings in the prices of agricul- 
tural staples is exhibited this week in Slightly 
lowered prices for the cereals, partly because 


of the’ bearish position of immediate sup- 
plies, and. partly because of the  bet- 
ter than expected govefnment crop 


report, which is taken to indicate a possible 
winter wheat yield in excess of all records. 
The crop outlook as a whole favors the expec- 
tation of large yields of wheat, corn and cot- 
ton. Corn and oats have sympathized with 
the reaction in pork products, which reaction, 
however, has not been universal, as shown by 
the fact that lard is at the highest point 
reached on the present boom. 

“Cotton exports in March were three 
those of a year ago in value, and for 
months are 7 per cent greater in value, 
23 per cent smaller in quantity. 

“Evidences accumulate that active mission- 
ary work in favor of lewer prices for iron 
and steel is at last bearing fruit. Pig iron is 
no lower and stocks as a whole are claimed 
to be no larger than a month ago, but steel 
products have weakened noticeably during the 
week, billets noting the sharpest decline, with 
corresponding decreases in some other products. 
The other metals show little change on the 
week, copper being in continued good demand 
and firm, while tin is speculatively weaker 
and lead is strong at previous prices. 

“The hardware trade returns good reports 
as a whole, relatively best advices + coming 
from western distributive centers. 

“A slight upward swing in cotton jis to be 
noted this week, and southern mills have offi- 
clally advanced prices, On the other hand, 
While the mills are active on old orders, gnew 
business in reported of smaller volume... + 

‘Some more inquiry is noted in raw wool 
went, however, affecting values appreci- 
ably. 

“The strength of raW sugar is a_refiec- 
tion chiefly of the fact that a considerable 
shortage is looked for in the supplies of cane 
Sugar, not only in Cuba, but in the far east. 
The margin between raw and refined allows 
of no profit at present quotations. 

“‘Anthracite coal is rather weak, but bitu- 
minous is strong and active, particularly on 
foreign account. 

“Wheat, including flour, shipments for the 
week aggregate 2,896,653 bushels, against 
3.836,963 bushels last week, !,983.619 bush- 
elg in the corresponding week of 1899, 4,425,- 
302 bushels in 1898, 1,344,012 bushels ‘in 1897 
and 2,017,579 bushels: in 1896. Since July 
Ist this season the exports of wheat aggregate 
152,906,296 bushels, against 190,329,159 
bushels last year and 188,271,580 bushels in

‘Iron furnaces in blast April Ist produced 
289,482 tons weekly, against 292,643 March 
Ist, but untold stocks increased 2,280 tons. A 
mistaken inference, possibly fatal to many in 
its consequences is that stocks had by con- 
Suming concerns must be running down. As 
they contract for their supplies months ahead, 
and such supplies, whether delivered or not con- 
sumed or waiting their orders at furnaces, 
would not be reckoned in unsold stocks, the 
surplus owned by consumers may be heavy. 
New business in finished products is re- 
ported to The Iron Age from Pittsburg as 
““frightfully small,’’ owine to belief that high 
prices cannot be maintained, and no better re- 
port comes from Philadelphia. With No. | 
anthracite $2 lower, refined bars $4 and steel 
plates $11 per ton lower than in December, 
it can hardly be called impossible for prices 
to yield, though many. are so far firmly held. 
Pittsburg reports a 1@Qmber of the plate mills 
shut down and five Pennsylvania and Ohio 
furnaces have stopped, perhaps for repairs, 
more than balancing five gwhich started in 
March, two in Tennessee, adding 2,500 tons 
weekly. 

“The boot and shoe industry also falls be- 
hind in output and in closing some works and 
running many others part time, because prices 
are higher than retailers yet seem ready to 
pay. 

“A heavy wholesale business has been done 
in dry goods, but the question now is whether 
retail distribution will justify it. As yet re- 
turns are not satisfactory. There is increase, 
aie not enough to warrant the buying from 
mills. 

‘“*‘Woolens and worsteds are dull, with con- 
cessions in fancies, though staples are well 
sold up and firm. The material declines fur- 
pei averaging nearly ‘ec lower than April 
st. 

“There is the same uncertainty in ,@otton 
goods as to retail distribution, with quite as 
much doubt whether prices will be maintain- 
ed, though the material has again been ad- 
vanced a sixteenth in speculation. But ex- 
ports in March were in value $33,096,758, a 
gain over last year of $21,826,895, so rapidly 
has Europe supplied its needs. This enormous 
gain made exports of the chief staples $18,- 
631,833 greater in value than in March of 
last year, though decreases occurred in other 
items. Yet only a fraction of the gain was in 
cotton shipments from New York, ieaving the 
other great increase here to be explained by 
manufactured exports mainly. 

‘‘In spite of the heavy advance due on mer- 
chandise aecount; there has been talk of gold 
exports, and a small amount has gone to 
Buenos Ayres on European account. Supplies 
of money are abundant here, the banks have 
again gained largely, rates are lower and 
commercial demands narrow and the inierior 
is better prepared than ever to do without 
aid. 

“The exports of wheat from both coasts con- 
tinue larger than last year, though much cf 
the gain is at Pacific ports, mot directly af- 
fecting Atlantic supplies. Flour included, Pa- 
cific exports in two weeks have been 1,518,- 
254 bitshels, against 564,562 bushels last year, 
but tlantic cxports have been 3,912 857 
bushels, against 3,960,380 last year. In spite 
of all reports of exhaustion of supply and in- 
jury to growing wheat western receipts con- 
tinue larger than last year, in two weeks 6,- 
764.640 bushels, against 5.863.665 last year. 

“Corn receipts also continue heavy at 8,917,- 
267 bushels, against 4,637,613 last year. 

‘Failures for the week have been 193 in 
the United States, against 188 last year, and 
41 in Canada, against 22 last year."’ 


WEEK’S REVIEW OF FINANCE. 


Railroad Stocks Higher—Industrials 
Decidedly Lower. 


New York, April 13.—Bradstreet’s Financial 
Review tomorrow will say? 

“Last week developéd a tendency on the part 
of the railroad stock list and leading indus- 
trial stocks to move with more or less inde- 
pendence of each other. In the present week 
this has become more pronounced, decided buy- 
ing strength in certain active railroad stocks 
failing to check the heavy liquidation in the 
steel stocks, while the latter movement seems 
to have little relation to developments in other 
parts of the market. The local traction group 
also contributed to the irregularity of the sit- 
uation by developing a measure of strength 
on their own account. When the stock ex-

‘The week has been marked by a further 
falling off in the amount of outside orders 
and business and by increased evidences of 
manipulation, while London, which was in- 
clined to be dull, in view of the nearness of 
the holidays, and was also affected by the 
less promising aspect of the British operations 
in Africa and by the increasing firmness of 
money, showed an inclination at times to 
sell the stocks it recently bought here. Amer- 
icans, however, continued to tbe a _ leading 
feature in London, and European buying was 
again somewhat in excess of the sales as- 
cribed to foreign interests. Our market has, 
however, begun to notice the strength of ex- 
change rates, and the sterling rates are still 
about I%%c below the level at which gold ex- 
ports found cireulation. In fact, $500,000 
gold is going from New York to Buenos Ayres 
on a London order. It is realized that the rela- 
tively firm money market at London and the 
prospect of further ease here in regard to loans 
and interest rates may well result in the trans- 
fer of considerable amounts of capital from 
New York to Europe. Here the financial sit- 
uation is certainly not adverse to the stock 
market. The decrease shown in last Saturday's 
bank statement had no effect, and the gains 
of the New York banks from the treasury 
and the interior promise to result in a favor- 
able statement today, in spite of a presumable 
increase in Wall street’s borrowings. Offer- 
ings of funds on cal! and time are more freely 
made and the confidence in the financial posi- 
tion which asserted itself after the currency 
bill was passed and the government refunding 
plant,put in operation is unimpaired. Con- 
tinued increases in railroad earnings and fair 
if not favorable ccop prospects have aided in 
giving railway shares their strong tone. On 
the other hand, the fact that the iron and other 
trades still enjoy uninterrupted prosperity did 
not seem to bring support to th¢ industrial 
group, the steel stocks, as already mentioned, 
being the specially weak feature. It would 
seem that this is due to the forced liquida- 
tion of holdings of the common stock of such 
companies, brought on by the growing doubts 
which have lately been excited regarding div- 
idends on that class of the shares of several 
companies.’”’ ‘

FOOD FOR REFLECTION. 


A Gloomy View of the Indian Cotton 
Crop. 

New Orleans Times-Democrat: The Ameri- 
can producer has done a splendid etroke of 
business over the crop of 1899, but the prob- 
lem of the future remains. As one swallow 
does not make a summer, so one golden year 
does not assure the prosperity of the south. 
It is, therefore, supremely important that mer- 
chants and farmers grasp tie realities of the 
case, in their larger aspects. It goes without 
saying that the magnitude of domestic pro- 
duction is not the only fact to be considered; 
the status of affairs in the rival countries must 
also be taken into the account. Under the 
stimulus of the famine of cotton created by 
the American civil war, East India came to the 
front, and it was thought, for a time, that 
Lancashire would find an adequate basis of 
supply in England's great dependency. That 
beautiful dream is fading fast, as will be very 
clearly perceived from a perusal of the sub- 
joined extract from The Times, of India, of 
March |Oth: 

“While the cotton crop for the season en1- 
ing June, 1899, was one of the largest on 
record, the one for this season will, there is 
no doubt, be one of the smallest; but, leaving 
these two years out of our review, as polariz- 
ing extremes, an examination of agricultural 
statistics over a fairly long period of years is 
not exactly reassuring. The fact is that, while 
the area in India sown with crops of all kinds 
steadily increases, the cotton crop area re- 
mains more or less stationary, and, indeed, 
bears a less proportion to the whole @gkivated 
area than it did many years ago. For in- 
stance, in 1884-85, the total area in British 
India sown with crops was 125,955,122 acres. 
By 1897-98 this area had expanded to ([96.,- 
497,232 acres. In 1884-85 the cotton area was 
8,521,178 acres, and in 1897-98 in was only 
8,916,229 acres. The curve of cultivated area 
has, in some years, gone up very high. For 
instance, in 1890-91, in British India alone it 
reached nearly 11,000,000 acres, and in 
1893-94 it touched nearly 10,500,000 acres. 
But, with the exception of last year, the cui- 
tivated area has been steadily shrinking since 
1893-94. Mr. George Watt, the reporter on 
economic productions to the government of 
India, writing in 1895, observes that he made 
an effort to calculate the total acreage of 
cotton in the year ending March 31, 1889. 
It was then found that there were close on 
14,000,000 acres devoted to the staple, of 
which a little over 5,000,000 acres were in the 
Bombay presidency, including the native states. 
These later then accounted for some 2,500,000 
acres. These are high figures, and there is 
reason to believe we are not likely to see them 
again in the near future. So far as British 
India is concerned, the government statistics 
estimate the whole cotton~produce at about 


3.000,000 bales, of which the mills in 1897- 
98 are estimated to have taken 1,301,000 
bales. To state the problem roughly, then— 


very roughly we admit—a double mill consump- 
tion would about knock the bottom out of our 
export trade, or a double export trade would 
render the mill industry an impossibility. 
“Mr. O'Connor, in his last review of Indian 
trade, says it is a good thing for India that 
a new consumer for Indian cotton has pre- 
sented himself in the far east, for, he opines, 
had the export trade continued to be dependa- 
ent on European consumption, as was the case 
until Japan began to take our cotton, it would 
have contracted to relatively small dimensions. 
‘hat may be true, but the soil on which cot- 
ton is grown would not have contracted. That 
would have remained the same in any case, 
and our ‘black cotton soil,’ at least, can prvo- 
duce with equal facility cotton or wheat or 
linseed. Mr. O’Connor recognizes that the Ja- 
pan demand is the dominating factor in the 
trade, but he is silent as to what that de- 
mand means for our own manufacturing in- 
dustry. For instance, take the following: ‘So 
vast is the internal and external market com- 
manded by the mills, and so great are the 
advantages they possess in cheap raw material, 
cheap labor, and proximity to markets that 
the industry must continue to expand as it 
has done in the past.’ In 1893-94 our cotton 
mills numbered 137; in 1898-99 they numbered 
176, and, to quote Mr. O'Connor once more, 
‘If the rate at which expansion has hitherto 
proceeded is maintained—and it is probable 
that it will be exceeded—India should possess 
at least 240 mills in another ten years.’ Then, 
to again come back to,our main contention, we 
must have a greater area under cotton, or see 
a shrinkage in the export trade. In no other 
way is this expansion possible. Deductions 
of any value regarding the relations between 


crop acreage and exports are not to be at- 
tained by placing series of such statistics in 
juxtaposition, and endeavoring to make a 


comparison thereof. Such deductions are rath- 
er to be arrived at by noting the trend of 
certain general phenomena in the three great 
branches of the trade—namely, production, ex- 
port and manufacture. In dealing with Japan- 
ese competition, Mr. O'Connor recognizes, of 
course, the factor of American supply in re- 
ducing prices, but he makes light of the idea 
that such cotton may supplant the India 
staple in the Japan market. He considers it a 
very improbable contingency that the existing 
level of prices should continue. A glance into 
the future, which was made some little time 
ago, has been, as we know, amply prophetic. 
3ut if American prices have firmed up, have 
not Indians responded? It may be perfectly 
true that the imports of cotton into Japan 
from India last year represented 54 per cent 
of the whole against America’s 32 per cent, 
but this is to a great extent beside the point. 
‘The point is that it is the American supply 
and not the Indian supply which dominates 
prices. Moreover, while the Indian cultivator 
has not, we believe, reduced his cest of pra- 
duction, he obtains considerably less for his 
produce. The following will illustrate this in 
a sufficiently graphic manner:

‘It is plain enovgh that, in the last year of 
this series, the cotton exporter did more work 
for considerably less money, and the question 
is how long can he continue, or will he feel 
inclined to continue, to meet the narrowing 
margins of the market? But there is another 
and more vitally important question still. The 
big merchants who export cotton, though they 
dislike small profits as much as anybody else, 
are doubtless, after all said and done, a good 
deal better off over their transactions than is 
the cultivator or producer. How the man in 
the field regards the prohJem we should hesi- 
tate to say. How land assessment affects him 
we are not now going to examine, but as apart 
from abnormal seasons, there is some reason 
to believe that the end of the year sees the 
ryot just as badly off as he was at the begin- 
ning of the year; it is possible that the area 
of India under cotton may still further con- 
tract. At the ryot sees his way to discard 
a crop which cannot he beaten (and this means 
so much in India) and is continually bringing 
him in fewer rupees, he is certainly likely to 
do so, and the exporters and the mill owners 
will, t is possible, find themselves in a posi- 
tion fa which existence for both will be incom- 
patib e with both sides of the industry.’’

The Flowers of Easter, 


The season Of Easter is more observed 
now than it ever has been, and seems to 
be the one of all others for the exchange 
of courtesies and compliments. 

St. Valentine’s day has died out in its 
popularity, Thanksgiving day is not as 
much observed as it used to be, and 
Christmas and Easter seem to mark the 
two periods of the year for holiday pleas- 


ures. 

The sending of flowers at Easter is as 
universally observed now as the sending 
of gifts at Yule-tide, and it is said that 
the New York florists Lave had orders 
six weeks ahead for flowers to be sent 
to fair ones at Easter time. 

It will not be surprising, therefore, that 
Atlanta belles will not consider their 
Easter toilets complete unless a flower is 
visible that has been taken from a clus- 
ter sent them as an Easter offering. 
Whereas violets are the flowers thus 
more popularly worn, the rose and the 
carnation in their more radiant coloring 
are the more appropriate flowers for 
Easter day, with the lily of the valley 
coming in for its share of favor. 

In potted plants this year the ever 
fragant and beautiful Easter lily must 
share honors with the bright-hued azalia 
and the novelty of the season this year, 
the crimson rambling rose. 

The latter flower grows in clusters on 
a vine that winds itself gracefully about 
the little trellis that each of the plants 
are attached to. 

They are about four or five feet high 
and make the most effective showing. 
They have the advantage of graceful 
foliage and of growing clusters and 
will form the center piece of a number 
of Atlanta’s Easter dinner party tables. 

Another novelty in the flower line, and 
one about which there is a craze, is the 
use as a potted plant of the dwarfed 
chrysanthemum, As the name implies, 
the blossoms aré small and in clusters 
and look very much like English daisies. 
They are seen entirely in white and 
make a pretty and effective centerpiece. 

It is appropriate according to the de- 
‘crees of custom and fashion that Easter 
bouquets and offerings should be tied 
with pale gold colored ribbon or gold 
cord; white and gold being properly the 
Easter colors, 


The Bate of Easter. 


There has been some discussion of late 
as to the date for observing Easter, and 
the manner of determining the date. 

A special contributor to The Los Ange- 
les Sunday Times explains the date inter- 
estingly as follows: 

“There is no doubt that from the very 
first there was a yearly festival in mem- 
ory of the resurrection of Christ. But 
the Jewish Christians naturally wished to 
keep it at the same time as they had been 
accustomed to keep their feast of the 
Passover, while the Gentile Christians 
preferred to keep it on Sunday, the first 
day of the week. This difference of opin- 
fon caused much inconvenience and se- 
rious divisions among Christians for more 
than three centuries. In fact, it was one 
of the subjects in dispute between St. Au- 
gustine and the British church at the end 
of the sixth century. The question had 
been thoroughly debated in the council 
of Nicaea in the year 325, and settled in 
favor of the Sunday observance of Eas- 
ter, and that practice gradually became 
universal. The four points settled by the 
council were, that the 2ilst of March 
should be taken as the vernal equinox; 
that the full moon happening upon or next 
after the 2ist of March should be taken 
as the full moon of the month Nisan; that 
the Sunday next after that full moon 
should be Easter day, and that if the full 
moon happenedon a Sunday, Easter should 
be observed on the following Sunday. This 
last point was decided upon, no doubt, in 
order to avoid the possibility of Easter 
being observed at the same time as the

Cal full moon.”’ 


Jewish Passover. This object, however, 
has not always been secured; and this 
year the two festivals will almost exactly 
coincide. 

“The rule for finding Easter, as printed 
in the English prayer book, is based upon 
the decisions of the Nicene council, and is 
aS follows: ‘Easter day is always the 
first Sunday after the full moon, which 
happens upon or next after the Zist day 
of March, and if the full moon happens 
upon a Sunday, Easter day is the Sunday 
after.’ 

“Now, the first full moon after the 2ist 
of March does happen this year on a 
Sunday, April 15th, at 1:02 o'clock in the 
morning, Greenwich time. Therefore, if 
the rule meant exactly what it seems to 
say, Easter Sunday would fall on April 
2d, and not on the 15th. And this is the 
point on which the discussion has arisen 
in the papers. But the real meaning of the 
rule has been explained in a note printed 
in the American Prayer Book, which 
reads: ‘But note that the full moon, for 
the purposes of these rules and tables, is 
the 14th day of a lunar month, reckoned 
according to an ancient ecclesiastical com- 
putation, and not the real or astronomi- 
And so Saturday is the 
l4th day of the lunar montn, and there- 
fore Sunday, the 15th, is Easter day. If 
Easter had depended upon the exact mo- 
ment of a full moon, much confusion 
would have arisen this year. For, ac- 
cording to local time, the moon will be full 
at Rome at about 2 a. m. on Sunday, in 
London at about 1 a. m., and in New York 
about 8 p. m. on Saturday, and by Pacific 
time at about 5 p. m. on Saturday. Bo 
that in this country we shall rightly keep 
Easter on the 15th, even according to the 
real full moon; but if that had been the 
guide, Easter would have been a week 
later in Europe. 

“But we sometimes find good Christian 
people are shocked to think that a’ Chris- 
tlan festival should be regulated by the 
moon. They seém to forget that the 
Christian church has a history, and that 
it grew out of the Jewish church as nat- 
urally as the tree grows from the seed. 
If they will read the twelfth chapter of 
Kxodus, they will find that the month 
Abib, or Nisan, which is nearly the same 
as our April, was to be the beginning of 
the sacred year; and that on the lth day 
of that month the Pascal lamb was to be 
taken, and on the 14th day it was to be 
slain in the evening and eaten the same 
night. 

“This was the origin of the Jewish feast 
of the Passover, which was appointed by 
God to be a perpetual memorial of the de- 
liverance of the Jews from Egyptian 


) bondage. 


“Then we find from the New Testament 
that Christ is the true Pascal Lamb; that 
He was slain on the 14th day of the month 
Nisan, which day the churches observe 
as Good Friday, and that He rose again 
from the dead on the first day of the 


week, which we observe as Sunday, and } 


once a year as Easter day. And it seems 
to be in harmony with the teaching of St. 
Paul that the church keeps this queen of 
festivals—‘Christ, our Passover, is sacri- 
ficed fur us, therefore let us keep the 
feast.’ I Corinthians, v, 1). Many devout 
Christians, however, grieve that the fes- 
tival is not kept in the spirit of its insti- 
tution—just as many thoughtful people in 
this country are beginning to regret that 
Memorial Day is not kept in such a way 
as to do honor to the memory of their 
brave and faithful fellow citizens. 

‘*The universal observance of Easter has 
probably done more to keep the fact of the 
resurrection of Christ before the world 
than any other single institution, exactly 
in the same way as the yearly celebration 
of the Fourth of July keeps the fact of the 
declaration of independence ever before 
the minds of the people.’’
